ate property destroyed. Mr. Grceluy docs 
,ot reside bore, and it is hard to see tho 
rivftte property of unoffending citi/.ens 


wantonly destroyed. 
It IB unjust to pluu- 


er and burn this residence simply because 
Ur. Greoley once boarded here." 


The mob could not understand the just- 


ices of this speech, and young Hyde was 
t once seized by tho ieadun;, hurried to 
lie pavement, and beaten by turn, women 
nd children in the moat cruel and inhu- 
man manner. Just at the timo when Hyde 
was believed to be expiring, a man named 
Vilson, residing in Twenty-ninth street, 
ged about 50 ycara, was pointed out as 
Mr. Greeley. Theory of "Greolo)" tapidly 
pread through the crowd, and tlio man 
Vilson was forthwith seized, bid clothes 
utirely torn from his person, Bud he was 
most cruelly beaten upon the head and 


ody until ho became unconscious. 
At 


liis point in tho tragedy, Mrs. Wilson, tho 
wife of tho victim, run out from ft Louse 
ppositc, and with uplifted hands, and 
»gony of \oice trulj pitiablo to hear, she 
mplored the mob for heaven's sake to de- 
ist and not to kill htr husband. This 
ild appeal caused a lull among llio riot- 


3rs, and in tho meantime three men caught 
p the body of Wilson nnd convoyed it to 
us residence. Tho crowd, finding them- 
elves foiled in reference to Greeley alias 
Vilson, immediately turned their attention 
o Ilyde, whom they swore they would hang 
,ud burn if caught. Iti tho midst of this 
xcitement the police made their appear- 
ance and scattered tho riotors, not, how- 
ever, until Mr. Sinclair's houso hnd been 
acked and robbed of everything of value. 


THE COMMOK COUNCIL OK THi: DKAI'T. 
The board of aldermen met specially nt 


LI o'clock a. m. yesterday. On calling the 
roll there wag no quorum present. Mr. 
[lardy proposed a recess auJ tho sending 
of tho sergeant at arms after absent mem- 
jers. The chair (Mr. Jeremiah) ruled that 
a minority of a quorum could not take a 
recep.3, aud not leas than a quorum could 
ompel the Attendance of absent members.

Meanwhile a 


quorum was secured, 'iheti Mr. Hardy 
presented a preamble, resolution and ordi- 
lance in relation to the conscription act. 
The purport of all is contained in tho ordi- 
nance, which appropriates $2,600,000 to 
je raised by loan on certificates to bo de- 
nominated " Conscript Exemption Bonds," 
aud made payable in 1870, tho money to 
be used to pay the commutation fee of con- 
scripts who do not not desire to go to the 
war, or pay $300 each to bo paid to those 
who will go, and also authorise the corpo- 
ration counsel to test the coiiBtitutionality 
of tbe conscription act. It was adopted by 
the vote of all present — just a majority (0). 
There being some doubt about the legality 
of its passage by this vote, it was subse- 
quently ro adopted by a three-fourth vote 
(13). 
Tho only remarks made on tho oc 


casion were by Mr. Mitchell, who favored 
the ordinance because it put the poor man 
on an equality with the rich man— to goto 
the war or stay at home, as bo pleased. 
He was opposed to the draft because it was 
unequal in its operation, but notwithstand- 
ing thia feeling, bo waa reluctant to vote 
for the ordinance whilo tho city and private 
rights were being outraged upon the pre- 
tense of opposition to the draft.

The military 'march- 
ed hither and thither, shooting into the riot- 
ers wherever they found them.

and policemen were in inany cases injured, 
and in some-cases killed. 
During the eve- 


ning the mob increased in violence, arid 
there was no Bfifety anywhere. Th'o may-', 
or, in the afternoon, had issued a" procla- 
mation that the riot was mostly subdued. 
So far from this being the case, last night 
was distinguished by incidents by far the 
most fearful that have been recorded.

The mob conld not understand the just- 


ness of this speech, .and young Hyda was 
at once seized by tho leaders, hurried -to 
the pavement, and beaten by men, women 
and children in the moat erne! and'itihu- 
man manner. Just at the time when Hyde 
was believed to be expiring, a man named 
Wilson, residing in Twenty-ninth street, 
aged about 50 years, was pointed out'as 
Mr. Greeley. The cry of "Greeley" rapidly 
spread through the crowd,' and -'the man 
Wilson was forthwith seized, his clothes' 
entirely torn from hia person,-and he was 
most cruelly beaten 'upon the head and- 
body, until ho became unconscious. - Al- 
ibis point in- the tragedy, Mrs.' Wilson, the 
wife of the victim,. ran out .from n. house 
opposite, and with--uplifted hands, ""and 
agony of voice truly pitiable "to hear, she 
implored the mob for heaven's .sake to de- 
sist and not to kill her husbiicd. This 
v*ild appeal caused a lull among the riot- 
ers, and in the meantime three men caught 
up the body of Wilson and.convoyed it to 
hia residence. 'The crowd, finding them- 
selves foiled in reference to Greeley.:aiias 
Wilson/immediately turned their attention 
to Hyde, whom they swore they would hang 
and burn if caught. .

Editors Gazette .-—We are at last in un- 


disputed possession of Vicksburg, und it is 
a relief to us to feel that we are safe from 
the minie balls and shells which have so 
disturbed our rest tor the past two months. 
McPhereon's army corps ia garrisoning the 
place, most of the troops being distributed 
throughout the worts in the rear of the city. 
Our camp is on a high hill in a pleasant 
locality, and I assure you we can onjoy real 
after the toils and dangers we have under- 
gone. The rebel rebel soldiers are running 
loose within t'ae lines and they mix freely 
with our men. Dcrins the week preceding 
the surrender they lived almost entirely on 
mule beef, and in many instances devoured 
rats and dogs. When we took possession 
of tho works they were in a half famished 
condition, but onr boys liberally divided 
with them their rations, which the rebs ac- 
knowledged was more than they expected. 
One poor fellow came to our teat and asked 
for a little coffee for his supper. We gave 
him about a pound which we happened to 
have on hand, As he thanked us his eyes 
filled with tears, and on turning to go he 
said if he could get to bis home he never 
would flght us again. And that is the gen- 
eral feeling among them all—they are sick

I presume yon have heard by this time

" what is our loss is his gain," for if ever 
there was a true Christian Henry was one. 
His death is kneenly felt by us, for we have 
lost one whose place cannot he filled, for he 
was always ready to accommodate, and in 
disposition was cheerful and oven tempered, 
never shirking his duty or flinching from 
his post in the time of danger, We extend 
to his family and friends our heartfelt sym- 
pathy in this the hour of their deep distress.

a while and rest, but probably not more 
than a month for there is other work to do.

The no- 
tification served on them by the provost 
marshal ia merely announcement of tho fact, 
nud an order for them to report for duty 
»t a designated time aud place. 


The following opinion of Hon. William 


"Whiting, the aolicitor of tuOvWar depart- 
ment, is published for the information of 
nil concerned: 


When a person haa been drafted in pur- 


suance of the enrollment act of March 3, 
1803, notice of such draft musl be served 
•within thrae days, and thereafter by writ- 
ten or printed notice, to be served on him 
personally, or by leaving a copy at his last 
}ilace »f residence, requiring him to appear 
tit the rendezvous and report for duty.— 
Any person failing to report for duly after 
notice being left at hia last place of resi- 
lience or served on him personally, without 
jurnialting a substitute or furnishing $300, 
js pronounced by law to be a deserter. 


He may be arrested aud held for trial 


Jiy court martial and sentenced to death, 


If a person change hia place of residence 


<\fter being drafted and before receiving no- 
lice, it may still be served by leaving at 
J.is last place of residence, and if he does 
iiot appear iu accordance with such notice, 
or furnish a substitute, or pay $300, he will 
)-e in law a deserter, and must be treated 
Accordingly. 


Tnere u no way or manner in which a 


person once enrolled can escapa hia public 
cuties, and when drafted, whether present 
or absent, whether be changes his residence 
i>r absconds, the right of the United States 
ttgainst him are secured, and it is only by 
the performance of his duty to the country 
that ho will escape liability to be treated 
aa a criminal.

Boston, July 18.

On the morning of the llth the Gth Con- 


necticut and 9th Maine regiments mado a 
furious attack upon the Cummiug's Point 
battery, got possession of it, and hoisted 
the American flag at daylight. Fort Sum- 
ter opened upon them, when a Penusylva- 
vania regiment cowardly deserted thorn, 
refusing to stand by their comrades. The 
other regiments held the battery until they 
were badly cut up, and then abandoned it, 
and the rebels again took possession of it. 
These two regiments have shown them- 
selves heroes in this campaign. At ten 
o'clock a. m. the monitors proceeded to at- 
tack Cumming'a Point battery, and at 12 
o'clock three of tha woodsd gunboats open- 
ed on the battery at long range, and threw 
their 200-pound shot directly into the works. 


Fort Sumter has been throwing shells 


Into Morris Island, without doing auy dam- 
age to our side. 


The cannonading ceased at 4 p. m. Tho 


monitors have been supplied with fresh 
crews from the different ships. 


Tha iron-clad Montauk haa just arrived 


from Port Royal. She ia over the bar, 
making, with tbe gunboats, 14 veaaela in 
front of Morris Island and Sumter. We 
shall recommence the attack to-morrow 
morning, when we are sure of silencing the 
Cumming's Point battery and Fort John- 
son. 
Everything ia working well. 
The 


ball has opened in earnest. The Memphis 
has just brought in a rebel sidewheel 
steamer, loaded with cottoif, captured while 
trying to run out at Ball's Bay, last night. 


P. S.—Our troops will have their batte- 


ry done in two days more, and then they 
can shell Sumter. 


I^EW YORK, July 18. 


Advices by the Fulton, state that tboTe- 


suit of Gilmore's operations, up to the mor- 
ning of the 14th, are: He has possession 
of ail the batteries on Morris Island, save 
Fort Wngner. It is reported that our iron- 
clads had made a breach on the south wall 
of Sumter.

Another force came down to the river to 


attempt to cross with their artillery, when 
they were attacked by our cavalry and 
whipped. Some were killed, and we cap- 
tured all their pieces, six in number, and 
took a number of prisoners. 


We lost neven or eight in the skirmish. 
Another party of 675, under Col. Dick 


Morgan, the brother of John, were captur- 
ed by Hobson, and gtill another party of 
275 by Hobson's cavalry, near Shacket ford. 


We have taken three of their colonels, 


Dick Morgan, Ward and Griggsly. The 
rebel force is broken up and scattered in 
the hills in the direction of Cooleyille. 
These parties cannot escape, and they will 
all be captured. 


Major Brown, of the 10th Kentucky cav> 


airy, arrived here yesterday, with one hun- 
dred prisoners, captured by his battalion 
near Abingdon, Virginia. 
He came on

WORMS.—The tobacco having got up 


from ten or twelve inches high, look out 
for the green worm that eats the leaves, 
They arc often found curlier. You will .sue 
a small round hole, oftentimes no larger 
than a large pin hole, in the leaf; it you 
turu it up you will be very apt lo discoior 
on the under side a small worm no lurjjcr 
round than a common thread needle, nnd 
half an inch in length. Kill him and till 
his kind, for if left, ho will grow to the sue 
and length of your finger, and would not 
make much of a breakfast oiFa third of & 
full grown leaf; keep tho growing plants 
free from all such by going through tho 
field often, and nicking them off. Well 
trained turkeys will oftentimes aaai.st in 
destroying them. All other fowls should 
be kept off, ag they often do more damage 
than good by scratching, and otherwise in- 
juring the leaves. 


Torfisa AND SUCKERIXQ.—Tho pliuits 


having grown to the height of two feet, 
will generally begin to run up to blossom ; 
let them get up pretty general!/ even ; then 
go through and break off the stems about 
two and a half feet from the ground; have 
the whole even on top. 
A few plants will 


not bo quite ready to top; let such remain, 
and in a few days go over the field and top 
those left. This will be about tho middle 
or twentieth of August. If any plants are 
later they should ho topped before the first 
of September, that they may have a few 
days tor their leaves to fill out and ripen. 
Leave three or four of your earliest and 
best plants to go up to seed without top- 
ping. The suckers will now begin tc grow, 
at first near the top, and then further down; 
these should be broken off as they make 
their appearance, that the whole growth 
may go into the leaves. 
Also, if nny 


branches come out on your plants left for 
seed, break them off and only leave those 
cloie to tho top 5 look out at all times for 
the green worm, for they will work aa long 
as the crop stands, and frequently, if not 
shaken off, after it is hung in the shed, as 
long aa it remains green,

United States by the fact of their names 
liaving been drawn in the draft. The no- 
tification served on them by the provost 
marshal is merely announcement of the fact, 
nnd an order for them to report for duty 
nt a designated time and place. 


Tho following opinion of Hon. William 


"Whiting, the solicitor of thegjrar depart- 
ment, is published for the information of 
nil concerned: 


When a person has been drafted in pnr- 


pninco of the enrollment act of March 3, 
1863, notice of such draft must be served 
•within three days, and thereafter by writ- 
t.«n or printed notice, to be served on him 
personally, or by leaving a. copy at his last 
j;laoe ef residence, requiring him to appear 


• jU the rendezvous and report for duty.— 


Any person failing to report for duly after 
notice being left at his last place of resi- 
dence OK served on him personally, without 
lurnishicg a substitute or furnishing $300, 
is pronounced by law to be a deserter. 


He may be arrested and held for trial 


l>y court martial and sentenced to death. 


If a person change his place of residence 


lifter being drafted and"before receiving no- 
tice, it may still be served by leaving at 
Lis last place of residence, and if he does 
iiot appear in accordance with such notice, 
or famish a substitute, or pay $300, he will 
l>e in law a deserter, and must be treated 
t.ooordingly. 


Tnere is no way or manner in which a 


person once enrolled can escape his pnblio 
oaties, and when drafted, whether present 
or absent, whether he changes his residence 
or absconds, the right of the United States 
kgaiost him are secured, and it is only by 
the performance of his duty to the country 
that he will escape liability to be treated

WORMS.—The tobacco having got n 


from, ten or twelve inches high, look ou 
for the green worm that eats the leave 
They ftro often found earlier. You will se 
a small round hole, oftentimes no large 
than a large pin hole, in the leaf; if yo 
turn it up yon will be very apt to discove 
on the under side a small worm no large 
round than a common thread needle, an 
half an inch in length. Rill him and a 
his kind, for if left, he will grow to the sis 
and length of your finger, and would no 
make much of a breakfast off a third of 
full grown leaf; keep the growing plant 
free from all such by going through th 
field often, and nicking them off. We 
trained turkeys will oftentimes assist i 
destroying them. All other fowls shoul
